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CARRYING IT TOO FAR. 


Invention, of course, has helped in 
many ways to make man’s life upon 
earth easier and more comfortable for 
him, but it is possible to carry inven­ 
tion too far, and in certain respects it 
is being carried too far nowadays. One 
of this has just come to light through 
a dispatch from Berne, Switzerland, 
to the New York Times. According to 
this dispatch, the old days of Alpine 
climbing 
and Alpine adventure are 
nearly over. Beginning next year tour­ 
ists will be carried up to the tops of 
the peaks by airplane. 
Many advantages are claimed for 
this new method. 
In the first place, 
instead of taking many hours or even 
several days, the climb can be made in 
a few minutes. 
For instance, it now 
takes sixteen hours to reach the top of 
Mount Blanc 
from Chamounix, and 
the night must be spent at a height of 
about 10,000 feet. 
In the future tour­ 
ists will step from the hotel at Cham­ 
ounix into an 
airplane 
and 
twenty 
minutes later they will be deposited on 
th$ Dome du Gouter, which is close to 
the summit of the mountain. Thence 
a short climb with a guide will take 
them to the apex of the peak. 
They 
will be saved all exertion, except a lit­ 
tle s t the very last, they will avoid all 
danger, and the whole thing can be 
done so quickly that, by making an 
early start, they can get back to the 
hotel in time for breakfast. 
Now it is evident that when inven­ 
tion is carried to this extreme, it be­ 
comes a curse. 
The tourists of the fu­ 
ture who go to Mount Blanc in an air­ 
plane may feel themselves very super­ 
ior persons to the tourists of former 
years who had to toil up the mountain 
on foot. 
But the former are really 
to be pitied 
instead 
of envied, and 
they will realize this sooner or later, 
and will talk regretfully of “the good 
old days” when 
mountain 
climbing 
was mountain climbing and there was 
some spice of danger and adventure in 
it, and there was no necessity of get­ 
ting back to the hotel for breakfast. 
And so it is with many of the “im­ 
provements” which we 
are 
making 
nowadays, many of the wonderful in­ 
ventions 
which* are 
revolutionizing 
pretty much everything. 
If we do not 
look out, we are going to “improve” 
all the spice out of life, delete all its 
possibilities of adventure, and so rev­ 
olutionize the world and all that is in 
it that it will become a very dull place 
in which to live. 
Perhaps when that 
day comes we shall turn against our 
inventors and, instead of exalting and 
eulogizing them, shall begin to exe­ 
crate them for 
spoiling 
what was a 
pretty good world before they med­ 
dled with it.

In resolution calling for internation­ 
al disarmament and 
the 
abolition of 
war, the World’s 
Methodist Confer­ 
ence meeting in London, did not con­ 
tent itself with pronouncing a conven­ 
tional endorsement of those two high­ 
ly desirable things. “Differences,” the 
resolution reads, “must be settled by 
reason and not by 
human 
slaughter 
and then it declares that if there be 


those who ret use to listen to reason, 
“then let a way be found by which 
such Ishmaelites may feel the collec­ 
tive disapproval of the world.” 
Those who, after the reading of the 
resolution, protested that it endorsed 
the Washington disarmament confer­ 
ence but did not endorse the League 
of Nations, failed to grasp the signify j 
cance of this clause of the resolution 
referred to above. As a matter of fact, 
the thing which the Methodist Confer­ 
ence demanded 
in this 
resolution is 
the thing which the League of Nations 
stands for. Indeed, one might say that ! 
it is the League of Nations itself; for 
what is the League of Nations but an 
instrument by means of which “such) 
Ishmaelites” may be made to “feel the 
collective disapproval of the world?” j 
The fact that it provides a way of 
dealing with Ismaelites is the distinc-j 
tive feature

them how the farmers desire to ob­ 
tain credit on their surplus stocks 
of corn.
